2.  The  Galleries  have  exercised  reasonable  care  to  catalogue  and  de- 
scribe correctly  the  property  to  be  sold,  but  they  do  not  warrant  the 
correctness  of  description,  genuineness,  authenticity  or  condition  of 
said  property. 

3.  Unless  otherwise  announced  by  the  auctioneer  at  the  time  of  sale, 
all  bids  are  to  be  for  the  lot  as  a whole  and  as  numbered  in  the 
catalogue. 

4.  The  highest  bidder  accepted  by  the  auctioneer  shall  be  the  buyer. 
In  the  event  of  any  dispute  between  bidders,  the  auctioneer  may,  in 
his  discretion,  determine  who  is  the  successful  bidder,  and  his  decision 
shall  be  final;  or  the  auctioneer  may  reoffer  and  resell  the  article  in 
dispute. 

5.  Any  bid  which  is  not  commensurate  with  the  value  of  the  article 
offered,  or  which  is  merely  a nominal  or  fractional  advance  over  the 
previous  bid,  may  be  rejected  by  the  auctioneer,  in  his  discretion,  if  in 
his  judgment  such  bid  would  be  likely  to  affect  the  sale  injuriously.

If  the  foregoing  condition,  or  any  other  applicable  condition 
herein,  is  not  complied  with,  the  sale  may,  at  the  option  of  the  Gal- 
leries, be  cancelled,  and  the  article  or  lot,  reoffered  for  sale. 

7.  Unless  the  sale  is  advertised  and  announced  as  an  unrestricted  sale, 
or  a sale  without  reserve,  consignors  reserve  the  right  to  bid. 

8.  Except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  title  will  pass  to  the  highest 
bidder  upon  the  fall  of  the  auctioneer’s  hammer,  and  thereafter  the 
property  is  at  the  purchaser’s  sole  risk  and  responsibility.

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10.  If  for  any  cause  whatsoever  any  article  sold  cannot  be  delivered

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BY  WAY  OF  INTRODUCTION 


Hand-knotted  rugs  from  the  Orient  have  been  held  in  public 
esteem  for  generations  because  they  have  appealed  to  that  inherent 
love  for  beauty  in  color  and  form  which  is  in  every  one  of  us. 

From  being,  as  someone  has  remarked,  no  more  than  a rough  con- 
cession to  warmth  and  comfort,  Oriental  rugs  have  become  a medium 
of  man’s  most  accomplished  artistry.  As  we  meet  them  in  Museums  or 
in  well  appointed  homes,  where  a professional  decorator  has  created 
a proper  environment,  our  senses  respond  as  to  no  other  form  of 
floor  covering. 

Many  of  the  pieces  I am  now  offering  to  the  public  have  been  my 
life  companions.  I have  collected  them  during  the  past  forty  years, 
for  certain  features  of  symbolism,  tone  or  type  that  have  appealed 
to  me.  I feel  I should  now  let  the  rug-loving  community  have  this 
opportunity  to  possess  them,  and  thus  share  the  pleasures  and  thrills 
that  these  rugs  have  brought  to  me. 

I would  draw  particular  attention  to  No.  173,  a seventeenth 
century  Oushak  with  the  glowing  red  and  ancient  blue  coloring. 
Its  companion  piece  adorns  a wall  of  the  Victoria  and  Albert  Museum 
in  London.  A related  specimen  is  included  in  the  collection  of  antique 
rugs  at  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art. 

No.  150,  a rare  old  English  hand-tufted  carpet,  combines  strength 
and  charm  in  a degree  seldom  seen  in  such  perfect  balance. 

No.  171  is  a product  of  the  famous  Hereke  Hand  Looms  spon- 
sored by  the  Sultan  Abd-ul-Hamid  II,  of  Turkey.  It  was  woven  for 
the  French  apartment  of  his  palace  on  the  shores  of  the  Bosphorus. 

No.  159  is  a replica  of  a sixteenth  century  Animal  carpet  woven  in 
silk  and  executed  at  the  Hereke  Looms  under  my  supervision.  It 
displays  all  the  excellent  qualities  of  the  rare  original  most  faithfully. 

No.  146,  the  latest  member  of  my  rug  family,  was  recently  woven  in 
England.  Placed  on  order  June  25th  of  this  year,  this  charming  rug 
in  Queen  Anne  Style  was  woven  and  brought  over  in  the  record  time 
of  three  months. 

Other  English  needlework  rugs  will  be  found  on  display  in  my 
exhibition  rooms  at  515  Madison  Avenue.
